For the second year running 
the Soviet pentatblotes hava 
won the world junior cham- 
pionship.

The 
USSR national team has won 
1G,312 points, much more than 
the runner-ups the Hungarian 
team who scored only 15,860 
points. In the Individual event 
the gold medal was won by 
Yuri Khorlshko, ol Frunze, who 
scored 5.494 points, and Igor 
Shvarts, oi Moscow, who 
scored 5.474 points and caiue 
second. The bronze medal was 
won by Richard Phelps, of Bri- 
tain, scoring 5,448 points.

President Reagan 
of the United Slates has gone 
on television with a speech 
which he and top-ranking mem- 
ber* of hla administration des- 
cribe ea a major initiative on 
the Middle Beat, . . , 

Aa set lorth by lha prealdent. 
tills Initiative consists of an of- 
ficial declaration that the United 
Stales will oppose tho formation 
of an independent Arab Polesll- 
nlan state and will continue to 
support Israel In turning down 
any proposals, whoever they 
might original® from, should 
Tel Aviv see them as a threat lo 
its security. 

President Reagan did not 
ha vo a sing) a word of condem- 
nation for Israel's brawn aggres- 
sion against Lebanon and tho 


Palestinian people or loi Us oul- 
right policies of genocide. Ac- 
cording to Reagan, the tragic 
events to Lebanon have led to 
more favourable conditions for 
a so-called “peaceful battlement 1 
in the Middle East. He did not 
say anything about the need for 
the withdrawal of Israeli troops, 
although he assured the Leb- 
anese that his country was reedy 
to help them In restoring their 
war-ravaged country. 

Reagan's speech shows that 
the Camp David course, which 
has proved Incapable of bringing 
peace to tho Middle Hast, and 
which has only paved tho way 
for new odventurlat actions try 
Israel, the Invasion of Lebanon 
Included. Is to be further 
toughened up, 


HAFIZ ASSAD

Douascus. Tho Soviet Union 
is on tho skip of tho Syrian and 
other Arab peoples in their 
fight against Israel’s aggressive 
designs'. Taking a principled 
stand, U condemns die rsranll 
occupation of Arab soil and in- 
sists that the legitimate rights 
of tho Palestinian peoples bn 
Implemented, said Hnflz As- 
sad, tho Syrian President.

Their Interests ere consider- 
ably damaged by what today Is 
termed "the brain drain". UN 
estimates that over the past two 
decades, Industrially developed 
capitalist countries have lured 
more than 500 thousand spe- 
cialists from developing coun- 
tries, which cost the latter 42 
thousand million dollars In di- 
rect losses. 

On the other hand, good co- 
operation In education has bean 
set up between Ihe socialist and 
many developing countries. With 
Soviet assistance alone, more 
than 230 educational establish- 
ments have been built, or are 
under construction In Asia, Af- 
rica and Latin America, More 
then 140 of them have already 
opened and tralnad nearly 40 
thousand specialists.' More then 
120 thousand people from these 
continents have received Ihelr 
education or . refreshed, their 
skills In the USSR, while another 
40 thousand Ore still rtudylng at 
present In this country.

A desert Is by uu means synonymous xvllh 
emptiness, says Achadzhan Babayev, President of 
the Academy ol Sciences ot Turkmenia and a 
tedding expel I in desert studies. It can be con- 
quered hy h mnu who knows Us luwa. 

The deseit territories in the USSR are studied 
hy tho liisllliili) oi Deserts, set up ill the link- 
men SSU Academy uf Sciences in 1062. 

Today numerous canals crlss-cioss the vast 
Soviet deserts. The longest is the Knrukmii Co- 
nal (11 already stretches lor 1,000 km) and on 
completion will be 1,400 km long. This canal 
has made It possible to Irrigate millions ol hec- 
tares of cropland, orchards and pastures, 

Deserts also provide man with a useful source 
ol solar energy which can he used to generate 
electricity, pump water aud perform a number 
of other useful tasks. 

Methods for controlling moving sandbanks 
have been worked out: they are sown with 

drought-reslslanl plants, Impregnated with vis- 
cous chemicals or are enclosed In prolecllve 
shields. In South-West Turkmenia ulonc, 20,000 
hectares ol annd-dunes have been secured in 
this way. Green zones are appearing round the 
desert cities and set (laments, and prolecllve bells 
ot trees are being planted in (lie Helds. 

Since 1970 the Institute of Deserts liaa been 
running International courses for specialists from 
the developing Afro-Aslan countries.
